a. Your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of March 29, 2001, for records 
concerning Cuba Intelligence Services Facilities, ZF400245W. Your request was received in 
this office on April 18, 2001. 

b. Our letter of April 20, 2001, informing you that additional time was needed to review the 
records and we were unable to comply with the 20-statutory time limit in processing your 
request. 

We have conducted checks of the automated Defense Clearance and Investigations Index and 
a search of the Investigative Records Repository to determine the existence of Army intelligence 
investigative records responsive to your request. As a result of these checks we have located the 
enclosed records pertaining to Cuba Intelligence Services Facilities, ZF400245W. 

We have completed a mandatory declassification review in accordance with Executive Order 
12958. As a result of this review, it has been determined that the Army-originated information 
no longer warrants classification protection and is releasable to you. Fees for processing this 

request have been waived. 

We have been informed by the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI), that four pages are 
denied in their entirety pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(1). Information has also been 
sanitized from the records that is exempt from public disclosure pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 
552 (b)(1), (b)(2), (b)(7)(C), (b)(7)(D) and (b)(7)(F) of the FOIA. To aid you in identifying the 
FBI exempted information, we have bracketed it in black. 
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The withholding of the information by the FBI constitutes a partial denial of your request and 
you have the right to appeal this decision. If you decide to file an appeal, it should be sent to the 
Co-Director, Office of Information and Privacy, U.S. Department of Justice, Flag Building, Suite 
570, Washington, DC 20530-0001 within 60 days from the receipt of this letter. The envelope 
and the letter should be clearly marked ''Freedom of Information Appeal" or "Information 
Appeal". Please cite FBI FOI/PA #427026 assigned to your request so that it may be easily 
identified. 

During the processing of your request, information was disclosed which originated with 

another government agency. This office has no authority to release these records and they are 
being referred, along with your request, for appropriate action under the FOIA, and direct reply 
to you. 

We are continuing to review records regarding other titles you have requested and will 
respond to you by separate correspondence when our review is complete.

'b. {jt) nie main headquarters of the G>2, coaiKXiI^ referred to as 
the "visible building," is located on the comer of San Miguel Avenue and itayla 
Rodriguez Street (23r05«H, 82°23'W, Sheet 3785 III) in La Vibora, a section of 
Havana.

Tut distance from the fence to the building Is 
appraxlaately 30 meters, Ibe main entrance to the building is 00 the south end 
toward San Miguel Avenue. Another entrance leads to Espadero Street 00 the north 
end of the huildlng. At each entrance, one or two sentinels armed with a vtib- 
madxine gun, not further described, stand guaird on a 2'^hour beAls. Three 
antiaircraft machine guns, not further described, are eopla^ed on the building's 
roof in sand bag f ortif icatlone .

The iDbumanity of dlctatora— whother fuciat or coix>n:uixiKt— to the 
▼icUD.a of political persecutiona was recently highlighted by the oboervationb of 
a Cuban refugee who bad bad the opportunity of atudyiog firithand a number of 
Castro's prisonti over a period of several moothii. According to the source, 
crowded quarters, poor food. Inadequate sanitation facilities, lack of itiedlcal 
care, and harsh treatment were the rule rather than the exception. "Confesaic^ni 
were obtained through the ufie of tiireata, promLaes, and torture. Property 
belonging to the prittoaers wad "appropriated" tjy the guards. Communist 
indoctrination attempts were tried. Prisoners spent weeJcs or months in jail 
without t>elng told what they had been charged with. And requests to see an 
attorney, the source related, were blithely ignored ^ 2]

Earlier in the year, the n^ain floor of the Teatro Bianqulta housed 
5, OCO xuale prisoners, the source reported, and approximately 1,000 wonien 
were jammed into the theater tuicony. As a result, many of the prisoners had 
to sleep on the floors. Food was served only once a day, and the sanitation 
facilities included only five toilets for the 1, 000 women and tiuree for the 5, 000 
men. lichen the overtaxed plumUtng broke down from excessive use, proolems 
in the theater quickly multiplied. A protest demonstration organized tjy the 
prisoners was broken up when the guards fired into the struggling mass and 
wounded two men. On another occasion, the guards quieted a similar demon- 
stration by bringing dogs onto the stage Qi the theater and threatening to turn 
them loose upon the men. The inclusion of insane prisoners among the rest 
caused a hardship for all, and no attempt was made to improve tb6 health 
conditions of the theater -prison until several cases ofb^gbtheria were diagnosed, 
among the.

According to the eource, tbe itoat eurrouodiag tbe prteon wae 
flUed with a muititude of uen who epeat days there *zp9«ed to tbe eun, wind, 
and raia. loelde the pri»oa» women ilept on the Qoore upon ottber hlankete or 
dirty mattreseee* Aa In the theateri eanltatioa facIUtlea were Inadequate, aod 
moat of the aerioue lUnefsea and deaths among the prUooera were due either 
to infections cootraoted within the building or to prolooged cxpoaare to tbe tlemi 
in the <Loat. Medical fuppUea were acaree, and the priaoo doetora— probably 
through iear— avoided treating the political pxiiontra whenertr they could. The 
elca o/ten had to wait. hours and sometimes days before receiving treatment. Tb 
food wae served in a half -cooked, dirty condition, and a cooitabt awarmlng oC 
ai«s--boLh loeido and outside the prison— made sleeping difficult.

If possible, the source said, bealth conditioos at the women*s prison 
in Cuanabacoa were even woree than those at the other vltee obeerTed. Poor 
saniuuoa faciUties and a shortage of water resulted ta a perpetual stench that 
attracted flies and Tarioua other insects. Rats over a foot In length were 
"habitual risltors*' to the prieon. The food at Cuanabacoa wai ueuaUy aerred 
raw and consieted of rice, Bussian meat, and eoup, or rice, meat; and beane; 
Accw[dlng to the aource, the rice vaa dirty and full of worms, the naeat etringis 
and tlie beans often decomposed. When the doctor taf igned to tho prim quit in 
June, 1061, the prisonsre bad do medical assistance whateoerer. Communist 
indoctrinaUon attempte, the source said, took three fbme.

On the few occasions he was on the ground floor he noted 
that there were numerous Russians there. They pass out 
beautiful pictures of scenes in Moscow and literature 
describing the pleasant life in Russia. He did not know 
if they ever participated in interviews or in directing 
G-2 activities but he stated they did not participate in 
any interviews of him. 

He stated there are many Russians in Cuba and 
that 4;he Miramar section of Havana appears to be very 
heavily populated with Russians. The Copacabana Hotel 
appears to be occupied exclusively 1^ Russians. He said 
that the Czechoslovakians appear to be fewer in number, 
at least in the vicinity of Havana. Many Red Chinese 
are quartered in intervened houses in the Miraaar section. 
He stated there are two hotels at Yaradero,oae of which 
Is the famous Hotel International, which are occupied 
exclusively by Russians. 

He noted the militia men are those who are 
heavily armed and there are, in fact, many members of 
the rebel army who wander around the streets in Havana, 
apparently without arms. He stated it is the general 
feeling of Cubans within Cuba that the Red Chinese,
